Applicant argues that Azaren fails to disclose determining if a second plurality of words should included in the generation of a backplane 
parity value by determining if the second plurality of words is the relock work. However, Examiner respectfully disagrees with the argumen 
because Azaren discloses that the OCON is able to output (generate) parity bit values only when it can determine the synchronization bits 
(determining if a word is a relock word or synchronized word), col. 10 lines 10-25. 

Applicant argues that Azaren fails to disclose the limitaion "each of said second plurality of words, if said each of said second 
plurality of words is said relock word". However, Examiner respectfully disagrees with the argument because Azaren discloses data 
frames received by the OCON having bits for synchronization (plurality of relock words), figure 3. 
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
